Joel, HB9EYA, will be active as PU7/HB9EYA from Sint Maarten (NA-105) 
between March 27-31st. Activity will be QRP on 40/20/15/10 meters (in evenings) using a FT-817ND 
into a LDG Z-817 antenna autotuner and a "Gipsy Windcamp" portable dipole antenna (7-30 MHz). 
QSL via his home callsign, by the Bureau or direct. NO eQSL.
